He ordered an automobile for us and 
while we were waiting I had another 
of those curious meetings which con­ 
tinue to support the old saw about the 
size of the world. I 
noticed a tall, 
broad-shouldered, handsome fellow in 
the Foreign Legion uniform and knew 
I hat I knew him* but for a moment 
could not place him. 
I walked up to him, said 
“Hello, 
where did we meet before?'’ and he 
cried "Hello there, name of heaven!" 
in Italian. Of course, it was tile crack 
pilot of the Italian airforce whom I 
bad met for the first time in Ostia, the 
Roman beach, just a few months ago. 
And this same pilot had told me then 
that he had been among the pilots who 
bombed us in Dessye, Abyssinia* last 
December. Now he w'as a member of 
the Spanish Foreign Legion, but h e 1 
told me he and his companions were 
only instructing the Spanish flyers.

We drank an av­ 
e n g e of two gallons a day of mineral 
water.
